| THE GORCE BREAKS. 


Sudden Movementof the Ice in the 


. 


River To-Day. 


One Steamer Sunk and Others Ipjured— 
The John B Maude Damaged—Exciting 
Scenes and Incidents Along the Levee. 


The ice from the Missouri River made its ap- 


pearance at the powder magazine last night at 9 


o’clock and in a couple of ours the clear streajn 
north of North Market street was completely 
filled. Steamboat owners were at once notified 


aud the watchmen on the different wharfboats. 


immediately began putting everything in condi- 
tion! However,ithe precaution was unnecessary 46 
the time, as the ice between the bridge and North 
Market street wastoo strong to be brokeb. A 
tremendous pressure must have been brought for 
the ice was heavy in quantity and quality. A mile 
of ice was made to hold nearly twenty miles of 
solid ice from the Missouri. As soon as the ice 
began piling up at North Market street a rapid 
rise began and ee few hours 


fivefeet of back water crept up the 
bank. Venice wharfboat 
at the foot of North Market street was shoved in 
by the ice until its bull now lies over the rings to 
which itis moored. Itisin a very greatly ex- 
posed condition and its chances for being crushed 
are good. 

At noon,a PostT-DIsPATCH reporter was be- 
tween the powens magazine and North Market, 
Just shortly before that the ice began moving 
very slowly, grinding and cracking as it passed. 
A great deal of anxiety was felt and the transfer 
boats on the east side blew the alarm whistle, 
The gorge aipeed down about 200 feet and lodged 
agalu, any ere of the opinion that the entire 
gorge would not run out until Sunday or Monday, 

But at a few minutes before 1 o’tlock this after- 
noon the gergein theriver, between the briage 
and Market street, succumbed to the pressure of 
the loose ice above and gave away. The tug, 
Katie M., vo atthe elevator gave the signal, 
and the pformation that the ice 
was moving was immediately telegraphed 
iv all directions and hundreds of people from the 
lower section of the city flucked to the river front 
and crowued the wharf-boats along the shore. 
The steamer Maggie P., which is moored directly 
below the briage, and has so long been considered 
tobein a perilous position, bad ai large 
hole Knocked into her hull and soon 
afier tipped to one side. Tne engineer, Mitchell 
W. Grant, the fireman and cook were eating din- 
ner down in the cabin atthe time the ice first 
struck ber. The shock sent tne dishes flying 
in all directious and nearly upset them 
from their seats. They immediately rushed to 
the upper deck, and seeing the perilous 
position _in wich they were iliabie to 
be placed if they remained aboard her much 
louger went below, put out the fires and made 
hasty preparations 

TO ABANDON HER, 

After moving for about tive minutes without 
dving apy further damage the ice again became 
gorged. Tifat unmediately below the center span 
of the bridge, near this side, did phot move 
at all, but the foree of the heavy 
mass of moving ice between it and the shore, re- 
sulted in piling it up in some places eight or ten 
fect bigh. At the foot of Market street the ice is 
hard aground in the middie of the river, and the 
gorge Was piled up fully filteen feet high, The 
pressure on the wharlvouts Was tremendous, aud 
ihany of them were torced back on the levee 
severa) yaids. Kvery few minutes brought swarms 
ot curious Visitors to-the scene. The levee, the 
Whurfboats and every available plaee were occu- 
jied. About ten minutes aiter 1 o’clock the ice 

gan to move again above the bridge. It was 
thought the Maggie P.would surely go at this time. 
The officers and crowd that were aboard her, with 
the exception ol afew fooihardy fellows, rushed 
asiore, .ud every one gazed with eager expecta- 
tiov at Lhe appreaching mass. It bumped against 
the gorge that extended some distance above the 
bridge ana set the eniire mass in motion 
again. The alarm signal was struck on tbe 
Anchor Line Wharfbout. Tie tmmense crowa 
that bad gathered abvard it rushed pel! mell over 
the gangway to the shore, The ice erushed up 
against the Maggie P., and for a moment she 
shook and trembled, but just as every one ex- 
pected the next moment weuld be her lasi, the 
ice suddenly stopped and gorged again. The 
steamer js undoubtedly doomed—nothing short 
of a miracie being abie Lo save ber as soun as the 
gorge fairly breaks,

“There 
is no reason to believe that the disease exists in 
hog products. Lhave prepared a paper which 
will onset your question better than Lean 
now.” The paper Dr. Carson submitied read as 
follows: 

“The investigations which have been made 
during the past four years, both in this country 
and abroad, show Aimerican pork to be freer from 
trichiuous infection than that of other couuviries. 
Tne hog in every country is subject to tlie para- 
site; even the wild swive in European forests 
huve been found infected, and an outbreak of

A BAD SHOWING. 
Under the remarkable headline, “Our 
Prosperity,” the stupid Republican pub- 
lishes the annual report cempiled by the 
Merchants’ Exchange of the freight move- 
ment at St. Louis. 

From this statement it appears that there 
was a decrease in the total amount of freight 
handled at St. Louis last year as compared 
with the preceding year, the totals being for 
the year. 1882 12,221,000 tons against 11,715,000 
tons last year. 

There is only one construction to be put 
on this: St. Louis is not in a satisfactory 
condition in the matter of freights either by 
rail or river. 


THE NEW STREET CAR IDEA, 

When the ordinance to charter the Belt 
Street Railroad enterprise was introduced in 
the Municipal Assembly, we gave a summa- 
ry of what was intended: The proposition 
is to operate a continuous double track line 
of carson Fourth and Fourteenth streets, 
Washington avenue and Spruce street, 

This would connect the Union Depot with 
the new Exposition, with all the hotels and 
with the business partof the city, so that 
strangers coming to St. Louis would have 
short and direct means of reaching the 
piaces they generally want to reach. The 
present idea of street railroad management 
is to avoid the Union Depot as far as possi- 
ble; all strangers whom we cannot keep out 
of the city are treated like Caftie Garden im- 
migrants. They must submit toa packing 
process in the ““Yellow Marias” of the U. D. 
line and can be landed only in front of the 
fruit stand on Fourth and Pine. 

Anything that would lift from St. Louis 
the reproach of its primitive accommoda- 
tions would be welcome, but the new c ompa- 
ny proposes to do more thanthat. One of 
the gentlemen interested is Col T. H, 
Wickes of the Pullman Company, and Col. 
WICKES proposes to apply Puliman ideas to 
street car management; to compel the com- 
peting lines to furnish better cars by tur- 
nishing better cars under the new manage- 
ment. Their cars will be first-cla$s in every 
respect, larger and broader, better built and 
better kept. 

As the new company proposes to comply 
with all existing laws and regulations, pay a 
fair tax to the city and fill all reasonable re- 
quirements, it should not be kept waiting 
for afranchise. The only two people who 
can object to itare the two gentlemen who 
are in charge of the Fourteenth and Twelfth 
street lines, and if the city of St. Louis owes 
anything to these gentlemen we are not 
aware of it. 


THE END OF LITIGATION, 

The world is indebted totwo lake captains 
of Chicago for an idea which, if generally 
adopted, may do away with a great deal of 
litigation, and reduce the heavy expenses 
which the world now pays for courts, law- 
yers, sheriffs, juries, witnesses, clerks, and 
the other multitudinous items familiar to 
these who have been so unfortunate as to 
get into the courts. 

For towing the ship Pen saukee into the 
harbor, the captain of the tug Chicago sent 
in a bill of $500. The owner of the ship de- 
clared the bill exorbitant, afd offered to pay 
$50. Insteadof rushing intoan admiralty 
suit and letting the craft go for costs, these 
two sensible fresh-water salts agreed to play 
three games of “‘seven-up” to decide whether 
the amount should be $500 or $50. The games 
were fairly contested; the tug captain lost 
and accepted his $50. The winner went 
away satisfied, while the loser went away 
more than satisfied that he had to pay no 
costs, no fees, no libels, no appeals, nothing 
but the drinks which, presumably, went 
with the game. 

How admirable this result, ana yet how 
simple the means by which it was reached. 
The mysteries of the law no man can fathom, 
and the verdict of a petty jury is one of the 
things which are admitted to be past finding 


out; but the plainest man may, by a little 
| study, master the science of seven-up, and 
| thereby become a walking compendium of 
| the statutes, and an exposition of eommon 
law. 

| We use the game of seven-up as an {llus-

But while various experiments may be tried, 
the principle remains the same, that it 1s 
better to trust to the inexpensive uncertainty 
of a game of cards than to the costly lottery 
of the law. 

No human system, however, is perfect. 
While the new ordeal of a pack of cards 
would be as fair as it is cheap between man 
and man, the @rporate monopolies would 
continue to defy the rights of claimants. 
They are called on every day to defend dam- 
age suits, and they employ the very best 
class of legal talent to protect their interests.

A Talk With a Famous Scout of Colo- 
rado’s Early Days. 


Thomas Tate Tobens of Costillo County is 
visiting ex-Governor William Gilpin. Ac- 
cording tothe Denver Republican, Mr, To- 
bens, who is 60 years of age, came to Colo- 
rado in 1837. Born in St. Louis in 1824, Mr. 
Tobens, when only 13 years old, gave rein to 
his restless fancy and came out with a train 
tothe Far West. Though a mere boy, he 
was hardy and courageous, and his sturdy 
qualities were admired by his superiors. He 
was early identified with the military service 
and became a sort of protege of Col. St. 
Vrain, who figures prominently in the mili- 
tary annals of Colorado. In his capacity of 
guide and scout he passed through many 
perilous places, and, Othello-like, had many 
“hair-breadth ’scapes i’ th’ imminent deadiy 
breach.”’ From time to time he indulged in 
trading with the Indians and Mexicans, and 


became universally knowa in the Rocky 
Mountain region. At the c.ose of the Mexi- 
can War, when ex-Governor William Gilpin 
Wes given command of the Federal troops 
by President Polk, Tobens became one of 
his trusted scouts. Atone time, when Gov. 
Gilpin aud a little band of suidiers were 
hemmed in by Indians, provisions ran short 
and the men became clamorous for rations. 
it was a desperate situation, and desperate 
chances had to be taken to relieve the be- 
sieged. Tom. Tobens was selected to run 
the gauntlet and bring in a supply of sugar, 
collve and flour. Hie undertook the task, 
and, though he had to travel down to Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, for his sugar and coffee, he 
made the trip in safety and iselieved the ne- 
cessities of the fort. 
TWO QLD FRIENDS. 

Mr. Tobens periormed many other deeds 
during his service under Gov. Gilpin, and 
earned the sincere friendship of his able 
commander, Both passed through many 
vicissitudes and buth have well earned the 
repose which has cowe to their declining 
years, Ex-Gov. Gilpin lives in this city, sur- 
rounded oy a happy family, supplied with 
aii the luxuries which refined taste can sug- 
gestand money can purchase, ‘Com Tobens 
vwns # fine ranch in Costiila County, has a 
family of grown-up children and lives among 
them in coutentment. Mr. Tobens came to the 
city to see about the title to some of his 

roperty, and in this work Gov. Gilpin lent 
limaheiping hand. Mr. Tobens called at 
the State Huuse and had a talk with some of 
the officials. He had heard that a knife with 
which he had cut the head from a celebrated 
bandit tweuly-oue years ago wasin the State 
Hiouse, and he was a little curious to know 
Whether the story was true. So was are- 
porter who heard of the visit, and he called 
at the residence of Goy. Gilpin, where Mr. 
Tobens was stopping. Mr. Tobens said that 
the event happened in 1863. He was then 
living near Furt Garland, which post was 
under command of Col. Tappan. Felipe 
Nerid Espinosa and his brother-in-law, Be- 
santi Romare, two Mexican bandits, had 
been terrorizing the country, killing and 
plundering traders and minersand waking 
their very names words of terror, Many 
elferts had‘ been made to capture them, but 
without avail. Finally Col. Tappan sent for 
Tom Tobens. 

GOING AFTER THE BANDITS, 

“He said to me,” cuntinued the pioneer, 
“*I want vou to go out and capture that fel- 
low and get the.reward. Whodo you want 
to go with you? I namedtwo men that I 
knew were trustworthy and said if I could 
get them [ woutd go: Coil. Tappan said I 
couldn’t go out with suca a foree; that I 
didu’t know how many Dandits there were 
in Espinesa’s camp, aod that I must take 
twenty-five soldiers. i had seen just before 
this time a Mexican woman wiio had been 
captured by Espinosa and who had made 
ber escape. She said there were only two of 
the deviis. So I toid Col. Tappan I wouldn’t 
go with a company of soldiers, but, as the 
i.Wwo meh Wanted were not tov be had, being 
away, lsaidif be would give me six soldiers 
and put mein absolute command, I wouid 
go. He agreed to this and detailed the men. 
Lieut. Baidwin, of the regulars, came and 
said he wanted to go with me. I thoughe it 
wouid be a good pian to take “Him along to 
command the soidiers, and told Col. Tappan 
and Baklwin was detailed also. We 
starved out from the fort—I think it was in 
Septem ber—and the first day, we started the 
bandits from a temporary camp in the hills. 
They seen us coming su faraway that they 
had time to get away. When we reached 
their camp they were upon the hills, where 
they could see us. So Isaid we would go 
down the creek aad lead them to believe we 
were going back to the fort. We did so, but 
returned under cover of the night, and in 
the morning started into the hills. Finally 
we found the trail of the baudits. They 
were driving an ox, and we fvullowed the 
trail some distance and then lost it. 

IN THE BANDIT’S CAMP, 

“Lieut. Baldwin and I had a talk, and 
concluded to separate. He took three mena 
and went upinto some hilis, while Ll, with 
three soldiers anda Mexican boy, kept on 
looking for the trail we had lost. At last l 
discovered where the men had entered some 
fallen timber, and felt that the camp 
was near. My men became dissatisfied, how- 
ever, and wanted to turn back. I urged 
theim on, and shortiv thereafter I saw some 
crows fiving in a circle ahead of us. I told 
my men that the bandits were camped 
where the crows were flying, and cautioned 
them tobe on the alert and have their guns 
ready. We had reached the brow of a small 
hill and on the other side were a lot of young 
pines. I went ahead, creeping slowly. Fin- 
ai y lraised myseif up and saw something 
move. A didn’t know whai it was, but a mo- 
ment later I heard voices. The Mexican lan- 
guage was being spoken, and I was sure by 
the bandit-. 1 crept forward and soon saw 
aman, Whom I took from the description I 
bad heard to be me re I raised my gun, 
a muzzie-loader made to order and a fine rifle. 
but the man moved about and went toa 
tree, sol dare not shwot for fear of missing 
him. He still kept talking and | motioned 
the boys tecome up. Just then the bandit 
stepped forward sothat I could see his 
whole side, and, taking aim at his heat, 
fired, He fell backward behind some logs, 
crying, “Jesus, favor me; l’m kiiled.”’ at the 
same time crying to his companion, “Es- 
cape.”” Then Romara, whom we had not yet 
seen, was observed runaing from as, I told 
the boys to shvuot, and they fired, but did not 
stop him.

The Tragic End of a Reckless Career tn 
the Fastest World of Paris. 
Paris Correspondence of the Philadelphia Times. 


Ouly three days ago a suicide occurred 
which has greatly excited the easmopolitan 
cirles of Paris society. The victim is Don 
Antonio de Arasis y Salaza, a Mexican gens 
tleman, who, when he arrived in Paris five 
months ago, brought with him the reputa- 
tion of being the owner of many millions, of 
vast estates aud of a peari fishery in’ South- 
ern California. Don Antonio hired a furnish- 
ed magsion in the Cours-ia-Reine, Cbamps 
Elysees, and at once launched forth into a 
wiid career of dissipation. His steps in the 
demi-monde were guided by a pretty actress 
of some talent who plays at the Gymnase 
Cheater, but as she could not always be 
with him he made other acquaintances, 
wotnen of free and ¢asy morals, who wok 
care tomake him pay royally for their fa- 
vors. Curious to enjoy all kinds of caresses 
he made engagements Which cost him large 
sums, If he hanpened to take a fancy to 
some “Queen of the demi«monde’’ whom he 
sawin the Bois de Boulogne, he spared 
neither pains nor expense to induce her to 
partake of his hospitality. In this way he 
has paid $2,000 fur favors whien other men 
would have secured for $500. One evening 
be went tu see an operetta in which a fameus 
woman was singing the leading role; a no- 
tion entered his head; in five days he had 
gained his puint, ‘This little incident cust

One 
who is familiar with the habits of Berlin so- 
ciety circles says that the superstiiious in- 
habitants of tht capital eity ciing still with 
great perseverance to the old tradition of the 
ghostiy “white lady,” whe, from time to 
time, resumes her wanderings through the 
corridors of the old castle, prophesying birth 
or death In the Hehenzoilera family, ‘The 
genuine Berliner will not abandon his faith 
in this saying, as little as his attachment 
mav be to the imperial family, his religious 
belief or his love for the white beer (kuhle 
blo nde.
